The  California  Exonumist  Society  was  honored  to  have  as  its  guest  Mr.  Cataldo 
Papaleo,  at  their  thirteenth  quarterly  meeting  held  in  Santa  Barbara  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  November  9th.  Mr.  Papaleo  is  the  sculptor  of  the  Mission  medals. 

The  seventh  of  a series  of  twenty-two  (the  Santa  Barbara  Mission)  was  just 
issued  to  coincide  with  the  CSNA  convention.  Mr.  Papaleo  gave  an  interesting 
talk  on  the  designing  of  medals  and  allowed  members  and  guests  to  see  the 
original  casts,  cancelled  dies,  and  bronze  casts  used  on  several  of  the  earlier 
medals.  These  historically  significant  California  medals  are  executed  by  the 
Medallic  Art  Company  and  researched  and  issued  by  Mr.  Joseph  Mirkovich. 

Mrs.  Joseph  Mirkovich  was  introduced  as  a guest  and  added  information  to  this 
issuance  of  medals. 

The  minutes  of  the  Pasadena  meeting  were  dispensed  with  and  a brief  treasurer  1 s 
report  followed.  Mr.  Wayne  Higbee  of  Fresno,  California  was  introduced  as  a 
new  CES  member. 

Charles  V.  Kappen  of  San  Jose  spoke  on  the  important  listing  of  California  trade 
tokens  which  is  being  instigated  by  interested  collectors  and  catalogers  of  Calif- 
orniana.  Although  Prof.  Kappen  has  worked  on  his  listing  for  over  a year,  his 
area  being  San  Francisco  and  Santa  Clara  County,  he  urged  others  to  take  part 
in  this  important  program  by  choosing  a county  or  area  in  the  state  to  catalogue. 

It  is  hoped  that  ultimately  these  geographic  listings  of  trade  tokens  may  be 
bound  together  in  one  important  catalogue.  John  R.  Reynolds  of  Fresno  is  under- 
taking the  San  Joaquin  Valley  and  Patsy  Rose  San  Diego  County.  Virginia  Culver 
will  eventually  work  on  Los  Angeles  County.  John  Barry,  our  Reno,  Nevada 
member,  is  listing  all  medals  and  tokens  from  the  state  of  Nevada.  Prof.  Kappen 
urged  any  one  who  may  have  tokens  in  their  accumulations  to  send  a rubbing  to 
the  cataloger  of  that  area.  It  is  not  necessary  to  send  the  tokens  as  a metal  foil 
impression  may  be  made  easily  and  placed  in  a coin  folder  to  send  through  the 
mail.  The  metal  and  size  of  the  token  should  be  reported. 

President  Panosh  noted  that  the  next  CSNA  convention  would  be  held  in  Berkeley, 
California,  in  the  spring  and  CES  would  hold  its  spring  meeting  there.  The  next 
meeting  is  to  be  held  in  February,  but  the  site  has  not  yet  been  chosen. 

An  announcement  was  made  of  the  forthcoming  reprint  of  Dr.  Benjamin  P.  Wright's 
listing  of  19th  century  tokens  by  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  and  advance  orders 
were  taken  for  this  important  book. 

The  membership  drawing  consisting  of  an  elongated  cent  from  the  1901  Pan- 
American  Exposition  and  an  uncirculated  1901  Indian  cent  encased  in  a 1901 
aluminum  Souvenir  was  won  by  member  #4  - Dr.  Calvert  Emmons. 

Paul  Hamm,  head  of  the  nominating  committee,  suggested  that  two  more  mem- 
bers be  added  to  the  board  of  the  society.  This  was  put  into  the  form  of  a motion 
by  Alva  Christensen  and  seconded  by  Grace  Brainard.  This  motion  passed  so  the 
following  slate  of  officers  was  then  presented:

PAUL  TARGONSKY  at  the  suggestion  of  MAX  M.  SCHWARTZ  has  decided  to 
make  a CHECK  LIST  of  ALL  KNOWN  TELEPHONE  TOKENS.  This  list  will 
be  along  similar  style  as  the  Atwood's  Check  List  of  Transportation  Tokens 
that  is  issued  by  the  American  Ve  cturist  Association.  HELP  is  needed  from 
fellow  collectors  who  possess  telephone  tokens.  Information  and  rubbings  of 
telephone  tokens  are  urgently  wanted.  If  possible,  the  loan  of  the  actual 
tokens  would  be  greatly  appreciated  so  that  they  may  be  photographed.  All 
tokens  submitted  will  be  returned  by  insured  mail.  A temporary  number  will 
be  assigned  to  each  different  telephone  token  viewed.  Then  when  enough 
material  is  gathered  it  will  be  assembled  into  an  orderly  system  with  regular 
numbers  issued  to  replace  the  temporary  numbers.  The  use  of  temporary 
numbers  will  make  it  easier  to  identify  the  tokens  during  correspondence 
among  collectors  pending  the  issuance  of  the  Check  List.  A series  of  the 
Check  List  will  be  published  in  a numismatic  publication  as  enough  material

CONTAINS  WEALTH  OF  HISTORICAL  DATA 

The  long-awaited  Second  Edition  of  Atwood1  s Catalogue  of  United  States  and 
Canadian  Transportation  Tokens,  the  standard  work  in  that  field,  is  now  being 
distributed.  The  book  more  than  justifies  our  expectations.  The  book,  beau- 
tifully bound  in  dark  blue  cloth  with  gold  lettering,  contains  43Z  pages,  plus 
27  plates  of  photographs  of  tokens,  plus  18  prefatory  pages.  Every  transpor- 
tation token  known  to  have  been  issued  up  to  August,  1963,  is  described  and 
priced.  Parking  tokens  are  included  for  the  first  time  in  this  edition,  and  a 
complete  listing,  compiled  by  Duane  Feisel,  is  included.  This  section  alone 
comprises  fifty  pages. 

The  book  includes  a forty-two-page  Index  of  Obverse  Inscriptions,  making  it 
a simple  matter  to  identify  any  token  as  to  its  city  of  origin,  by  means  of 
obverse  working.  This  index  alone  is  worth  the  price  of  the  book,  and  repre- 
sents a monumental  amount  of  labor. 

Prices  have  been  extensively  revised,  mostly  upward,  but  they  are  still,  in 
the  case  of  the  rarest  tokens,  considerably  below  what  many  collectors 
believe  would  be  realistic  figures.  An  arbitrary  maximum  value  of  $7.50 
has  been  used. 

Probably  the  greatest  innovation  and  improvement  in  this  Second  Edition  is 
the  vast  amount  of  historical  research  represented  by  the  data  given  about 
tokens  and  firms  that  used  them.  For  instance,  one  is  able  to  trace  the 
full  saga  of  transit  development,  with  the  exact  dates  and  fare  structures, 
in  nearly  every  large  city  in  the  country.  Such  cities  as  Philadelphia,  Pitts- 
burgh, Little  Rock,  Nashville,  and  Cleveland,  have  been  given  extensive  and 
minute  Historical  analysis,  and  many  tokens  have  been  rearranged  to  place 
them  in  their  correct  historical  contest. 

For  transportation  historians,  trolley  fans,  and  all  serious  numismatists, 
as  well  as  specialists,  we  cannot  recommend  the  book  too  highly. 

The  book  is  published  by  the  American  Vecturist  Association's  Catalogue 
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Committee  (Ralph  Freiberg,  Roland  C.  Atwood,  Robert  M.  Butler,  John  M. 
Coffee,  Harold  Ford,  John  G.  Nicolosi,  and  Max  M.  Schwartz.  ) There  is  an 
excellent  Foreword,  tracing  the  origin  of  the  use  of  transportation  tokens,  by 
Mr.  Coffee.  The  book  is  available  from  the  A.V.A.  at  P.  O.  Box  1Z04, 
Boston,  Mass . 0Z104.  It  sells  for  $ 7.  50 . . . with  a discount  to  members  of 
the  A.  V.  A.

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Dealers  and  collectors  of  elongated  cents  or  rolled  cents  are  warned  that  a 
large  number  of  restrikes  from  the  original  dies  have  flooded  the  market. 
Technically,  most  of  these  restrikes  may  be  detected  by  examining  the 
reverse  side  of  the  elongated  cent  with  a magnifier.  If  a recent  restrike, 
there  is  evidence  of  longitudinal  or  horizontal  very  fine  lines  caused  by  the 
machining  marks  left  on  the  smooth  roller. 


This  list  includes  elongated  cents  known  to  have  been  restruck  without  any 
identifying  words  such  as  "copy",  "recent",  "Restrike",  etc.  There  may  be 
others  so  the  dealer  and  collector  is  asked  to  beware  of  any  offered  in 
quantities  greater  than  ONE.

KU  KLUX  KLAN  TOKENS  AND  MEDALS 


A Trial  List 

By  ARLIE  R.  SLABAUGH 

Any  good  encyclopedia  will  give  a history  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  It  is,  there- 
fore, not  deemed  necessary  for  me  to  give  such  a history  here,  except  for  a 
few  essential  facts  and  highlights  as  they  refer  to  the  tokens  and  medals 
about  to  be  described. 

The  original  Ku  Klux  Klan  was  organized  in  Pulaski,  Tennessee.  The  group 
originally  began  as  a club  formed  by  a few  Confederate  veterans  to  have 
something  to  do,  in  December,  1865.  They  decided  to  be  a secret  society  and 
disguise  themselves  with  sheets  and  pillow  cases  and  ride  around  at  night  and 
play  practical  jokes.  The  effect  on  superstitious  Negroes  was  soon  noticed, 
and  the  result  and  word  of  their  doings  spread  elsewhere,  and  the  Klan 
formally  came  into  being  in  1866,  the  founding  date  given  on  their  medals. 

The  aims  of  the  group  was  to  scare  the  Negro  into  remembering  "his  place" 
as  many  were  running  in  mobs  after  having  been  freed  by  the  Civil  War.  The 
other  targets  of  the  KKK  were  the  carpetbaggers  and  government  agents  from 
the  North,  sent  to  enforce  the  harsh  Reconstruction  acts.  Under  the  circum- 
stances it  is  not  unusual  that  the  Klan  rapidly  grew  in  size  and  power. 

Although  he  denied  it,  former  Confederate  General  Nathan  Bedford  Forrest 
became  "Grand  Wizard"  of  the  Invisible  Empire  of  the  Knights  of  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  in  1867.  He  resigned  in  1869.  The  Klan  had  over  500,  000  members  and 
its  results  were  felt  all  the  way  to  Washington  where  acts  were  passed  in 
Congress  in  1870  and  1871  to  combat  it.  These  acts  enabled  the  government 
to  suspend  the  right  of  habeas  corpus  in  lawless  areas  and  helped  serve  to  end 
the  Ku  Klux  Klan. 

But  stories  about  the  white  clad  night  riders  were  passed  on  to  succeeding 
generations,  just  as  I remember  hearing  about  them  when  I was  a kid. 

William  J.  Simmons  had  heard  and  read  about  the  original  KKK,  and,  being 
a great  "joiner"  and  fraternal  man,  he  was  determined  to  reincarnate  the 
Klan.  On  Thanksgiving  night  in  1915,  he  and  15  others  climed  Stone  Mountain 
in  Georgia,  burned  a wooden  cross,  and  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan.  But  the  public  did  not  rush  to  join  the  group.  When  World 
War  I ended  the  Klan  had  perhaps  a thousand  members  and  Simmons  was  near 
the  end  of  his  rope  - in  fact,  idealist  that  he  was,  he  had  sometimes  gone 
hungry  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Klan. 

Then  a combination  of  circumstances  put  the  KKK  into  "big  time."  Mrs. 

Elizabeth  Tyler  and  Edward  Y.  Clarke,  professional  promotors,  tied  up  with 
Simmons  in  1920  and  the  Klan  was  on  its  way.  Even  so,  the  Klan  would  never 
have  risen  to  the  heights  that  it  did  if  it  had  not  been  for  a frustrated  desire 
of  the  American  people.  Here  we  had  devoted  a lot  of  effort  to  World  I, 
filled  to  the  hilt  with  patriotism,  with  no  one  left  to  vent  it  on  after  the  war 
ended  abruptly.  The  country  went  on  a binge  of  Americanism,  embracing 
many  of  the  things  the  Klan  stood  for.  Not  surprisingly,  the  KKK  prospered. 

In  1921  the  New  York  World  published  an  expose  of  the  Klan  and  its  activities. 
The  result  was  a Congressional  hearing  where  it  was  brought  out  that  the

Klan  had  an  estimated  700,  000  members  and  with  its  $ 10  initiation  fee  had 
taken  in  several  million  dollars  in  profit  since  the  war.  The  intolerance  of 
the  group  was  also  brought  out  in  the  hearings.  The  publicity  was  a bonanza 
for  the  Klan  - this  was  exactly  the  temper  of  many  Americans  of  the  time, 
and  membership  applications  poured  in  at  the  rate  of  3,  500  a day. 

It  became  too  prosperous  for  founder  Simmons.  He  started  living  it  up  with 
the  bottle,  and  the  Klan  was  also  anti -alcohol . Real  leadership  was  turned 
over  to  Clarke  and  he  in  turn  searched  for  an  assistant  and  finally  came  up 
with  Hiram  W.  Evans,  a dentist  in  Dallas,  Texas,  who  was  also  a dedicated 
Klansman.  His  selection  turned  out  to  be  the  end  for  Simmons,  Clarke  and 
Tyler  at  the  Klan ' s gravy  train.  He  put  Klan  officials  on  a salary,  expelled 
those  of  questionable  morals,  denounced  violence  in  accomplishing  its  aims 
and  encouraged  the  use  of  political  means  instead. 

By  the  mid-1920's  the  Klan  had  tremendous  power,  and  not  just  in  the  South. 

In  many  areas  it  was  impossible  to  get  elected  to  office  without  their  support. 
Many  state  officials  and  even  some  Congressmen  were  Klansmen.  As  late 
as  1937,  Hugo  L.  Black,  appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court,  admitted  that  he 
had  once  been  a Klansman.  Besides  the  South,  the  Klan  was  strong  in  Okla- 
homa, Indiana,  Ohio,  Oregon  and  Maine.  In  the  1924  Democratic  Convention, 
the  Democrats  had  to  finally  compromise  on  John  W.  Davis  as  their  candidate 
for  President  on  the  103rd  ballot,  because  Klan-member  delegates  would 
never  approve  Alfred  E.  Smith  or  William  G.  McAdoo. 

At  this  time  the  Klan  had  five  million  members,  perhaps  more.  Five  years 
later,  it  had  an  estimated  30,  000  members.  What  happened?  It  wasn't  the 
fault  of  Evans,  the  Imperial  Wizard,  who  practiced  what  he  preached,  but  of 
his  main  henchman,  D.  C.  Stephenson,  Grand  Dragon  of  Indiana,  one  of  the 
most  powerful  Klan  states.  His  moral  transgressions,  the  death  of  a girl,  and 
the  resulting  scandal,  rocked  Indiana  and  the  nation.  Along  with  Stephenson, 
a congressman,  the  governor,  a mayor,  and  other  Indiana  officials  were  in- 
dicted. The  Klan  dwindled  thereafter  and  the  Depression  finished  it  off  as  a 
practical  force.  Who  had  the  $ 10  initiation  fee  in  the  early  "Buy  an  apple" 
days  of  the  1930  ' s ? 

The  Klan  has  continued  on  a small  scale  to  this  day.  In  the  late  1930's  it 
turned  from  anti-Catholism  to  anti-Communism.  Most  of  its  present  members 
are  believed  to  live  in  Georgia.  Whether  it  ever  again  becomes  a power  on 
the  American  scene  will  probably  depend  upon  the  same  thing  that  marked  its 
growth  in  1920:  A combination  of  events  and  the  thinking  of  the  American  people. 


In  preparing  a list  of  Ku  Klux  Klan  tokens  and  medals  I realize  that  I may  be 
"sticking  my  neck  out.  " In  this  connection  I would  like  to  make  it  clear  that 
I have  never  in  any  manner  been  a part  of  the  Klan  and  that  there  is  no  personal 
prejudice  on  my  part.  I have  collected  these  items  (along  with  many  other 
controversial  items)  as  a collector  and  it  is  on  a collector  basis  that  I list 
them.  I feel  that  they  have  a historical  part  among  American  tokens  and 
medals.  Many  collectors  and  dealers  have  one  or  two  of  these  pieces  without 
knowing  what  it  is.  This  is  not  surprising  since  only  meagre  information  has 
ever  been  published.  I hope  that  this  listing  will  help  fill  this  lack. 
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As  to  the  specimens,  a bit  of  explanation  is  in  order.  I have  given  rarity 
ratings,  based  on  Fuld's  rarity  chart  for  Civil  War  tokens  (R-l  to  R-10) 
which  will  be  found  in  their  catalogs.  In  most  instances  these  figures  are 
arbitrary  based  upon  how  many  specimens  of  each  I have  actually  seen  plus 
information  as  to  others  and  my  observation  as  to  their  ratio  of  appearance. 

As  far  as  actually  counted  specimens  are  concerned,  the  rarity  rating  is 
liberal,  but  I believe  it  will  be  reasonably  accurate  if  each  and  every  specimen 
in  collectors'  and  dealers'  hands  could  be  counted,  one  here  and  one  there. 

I wish  to  emphasize  "in  collectors'  hands."  Most  of  them  should  have  been 
made  in  fairly  large  quantity.  Since  they  are  scarce,  most  must  still  remain 
in  the  hands  of  former  members  that  are  still  sentimental  about  the  Klan,  or 
in  the  opposite  case,  destroyed  or  hidden  by  former  members  who  do  not  now 
want  it  known  that  they  were  once  members.  Possibly,  as  time  goes  on, 
additional  specimens  from  original  owners  will  come  on  the  market  now  and 
then.  However,  as  the  number  of  token  and  medal  collectors  is  also  increas- 
ing, the  scarcity  ratio  will  probably  remain  about  the  same. 

The  listing  here  is  that  of  my  own  collection.  I hardly  expect  it  to  be  complete 
and  would  welcome  any  additions.  In  all,  over  a number  of  years,  I have  seen 
about  fifty  pieces.  That  figure  includes  those  listed  here.  As  far  as  I know, 
there  is  no  "hoard"  of  them  and  they  are  very  well  distributed  among  collec- 
tors and  dealers.  I cannot  recall  having  ever  seen  more  than  four  at  one  time, 
at  conventions,  usually  one  or  two,  and  often  none  at  all. 


1.  A quarter  dollar  smoothed  down  on  the  reverse  side  with  the  words 

VIGILANT  / No  Z / I.A.K.  engraved  thereon.  The  word  VIGILANT 
is  shaded  and  I.A.K.  is  in  script  with  No  Z in  center.  It  is  my  belief 
that  this  is  a membership  card  of  one  of  the  original  Klan  groups 
formed  after  the  Civil  War.  Probably  used  only  by  a few  of  the  higher 
officers  (of  which  this  was  No.  Z,  the  second  highest)  and  worn  at 
meetings  or  night-rides  as  the  obverse  of  the  quarter  dollar  indicates 
that  it  apparently  had  a clasp  attached  to  it  at  one  time.  In  "Proceedings 
in  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  Trials,  at  Columbia,  S.  C.  , in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court,  November  Term,  1871",  the  Negro  testifying  at  the  trial 
said  that  the  KKK  men  took  him  from  his  house  and  after  questioning 
and  beating  him,  told  him  to  "come  out  and  talk  to  No.  6.  " So  they 
took  him  to  the  man  designated  as  No.  6 for  further  questioning.  This 
indicates  that  the  higher  officers,  at  least  in  this  particular  branch  of 
the  KKK,  had  numbers,  of  which  No.  Z would  have  been  the  second  highest 
officer.  The  Liberty  Seated  side  of  the  quarter  used  for  this  identification 
card  is  dated  1861.  Of  highest  rarity,  probably  unique. 

Nearly  all  Ku  Klux  Klan  medals  and  tokens  were  issued  during  its  height 
in  the  19Z0's.  Almost  all  of  them  bear  secret  inscriptions.  Where  the 
lettering  has  periods  between  each  letter  it  is  one  of  the  secret  abbre- 
viations but  where  there  are  no  periods  the  "foreign  1 lettering  is  one  of 
the  secret  passwords  or  phrases.  As  far  as  possible,  I will  give  a 
translation  of  these.  Translation  is  given  only  for  those  that  have  been 
ascertained  as  correct.  I will  not  attempt  to  guess  at  any  meaning  for 
other  inscriptions  and  it  is,  in  fact,  foolish  to  do  so  as  the  meaning 
could  be  something  entirely  different  from  what  is  suspected. 
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Used  on  most  Ku  Klux  Klan  pieces  is  the  Klan  motto  which  I will  translate 
here  so  that  it  need  not  be  repeated  throughout  the  listing.  NON  SILBA 
SED  ANTHAR  was  devised  by  the  founder  of  the  revived  organization  and 
is  supposed  to  be  a combination  of  Latin  and  Saxon  and  means  "Not  for 
Self,  but  for  Others." 

The  arrangement  of  these  pieces  will  have  to  be  arbitrary  as  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  place  them  in  the  exact  order  they  were  issued,  however,  I will 
try  to  put  similar  pieces  together. 

Z.  Obverse,  a cross  within  a center  circle  with  the  letters  K I G Y in  its 

four  corners  ("Klansman,  I greet  you").  Within  outer  border  the  words 
NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR  above,  and  HONOR  below.  Reverse,  an 
ornate  design  with  crown  atop  a cross  on  which  is  superimposed  a square 
bearing  a circle  with  a yin  yang  symbol  (meaning  "for  eternity")  and  the 
date  1866,  year  of  formation  of  the  original  Ku  Klux  Klan.  At  sides  are 
various  stars  and  a ribbon  bearing  the  inscription  WITHOUT  FEAR  AND 
/ WITHOUT  REPROACH.  At  bottom  the  single  word  DUTY.  Bronze, 
33mm.  R-7. 

Za.  Obverse,  similar  to  obverse  of  No.  Z but  different  engraving.  ANTHAR 

is  misspelled  ANTHOR  and  the  word  HONOR  at  bottom  is  slightly  smaller. 
Reverse,  similar  to  No.  Z but  is  a different  engraving,  same  as  used  on 
No.  3.  This  appears  to  be  a transitional  piece.  Aluminum.  R-9. 

3.  Obverse,  a cross  upon  which  is  superimposed  a rayed  orb  and  triangle. 
Within  the  triangle  the  word  AKIA  (the  I is  atop  the  K)  which  means 

"I  am  a Klansman."  Within  the  four  corners  of  the  cross  the  letters 
K I G Y as  on  previous  medal.  Rays  within  the  background.  Around 
edge  the  words  ONE  COUNTRY  . ONE  FLAG  . ONE  LANGUAGE. 

Reverse  is  same  type  as  on  No.  Z preceding  but  is  a new  engraving. 
Copper,  31mm.  R-7. 

4.  Obverse,  a cross  with  rays  in  the  background.  Atop  the  cross  is  an 

inverted  triangle  within  which  is  a monogram  composed  of  the  letters 
AKIA  ("I  am  a Klansman").  Around  edge  ONE  COUNTRY  . ONE  FLAG  . 
ONE  LANGUAGE.  Reverse,  an  American  shield,  the  upper  part  of  which 
bears  the  date  1866.  On  a ribbon  across  the  face  of  the  shield,  the  Klan 
motto,  NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR.  Bronze,  31mm.  R-7. 

5.  Obverse,  a squatting  eagle  staring  at  a burning  cross  at  left.  Inscription, 
above,  SYMWAO,  and  below,  MIAFA.  These  are  passwords  but  I do  not 
know  the  meaning.  Reverse,  a bundle  of  sticks  bound  together  as  a fasces, 
while  immediately  below  they  are  single  sticks,  bearing  out  the  Klan 
motto  which  appears  at  upper  and  bottom  edge,  NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR 
("Not  for  self,  but  for  others").  That  is,  a member  should  think  of  his 
brother  Klansmen  and  not  of  himself  or  own  interests,  for  as  a group 

they  have  strength.  Nickel  composition,  31  mm.  R-6. 

6.  Obverse,  an  eagle  alighting,  with  mountains  in  background.  Inscription, 

above,  SYMWAO,  and  below,  MIAFA.  Reverse,  a bundle  of  stocks  above, 
and  below  parted  as  single  sticks.  Only  part  of  the  motto  has  been  used, 
ANTHAR  (self)  above,  and  SILBA  (others)  below.  Nickel  composition, 
Z8mm . R-6.

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7.  Obverse,  intricate  design  filled  with  Klan  symbols:  Upon  a scroll  back- 

ground, a cross  at  top,  bound  sticks  (fasces)  and  two  single  ones  at  left 
side,  Holy  Bible,  upraised  hand,  and  U.S.  flag  at  bottom.  Also  at  sides 
the  abbreviations  of  O.S.F.K.  above,  E.W.J.S.  at  right  side.  Date  19 22 
is  at  bottom  edge.  Around  border  the  following  inscription:  ONE  COUNTRY 
ONE  FLAG  . ONE  LANGUAGE.  Reverse:  A square  with  a corner  square 
in  each  corner  of  the  larger  square.  Letters  in  these  corner  squares  read 
from  left  to  right  A K I A ("I  am  a Klansman").  In  rectangles  between  the 
corner  squares  at  upper  and  lower  sides  of  the  larger  square  are  abbre- 
viations: F.B.P.  and  L.F.E.  In  the  inner  part  of  the  larger  square  the 
Klan  motto:  NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR.  In  the  immediate  center  a raised 
blank  tablet,  probably  a space  for  engraving  the  member's  name  or 
number.  In  the  outer  half-moons  formed  at  the  sides  of  the  square, 
SYMWAO  and  MOKANA  at  top  and  bottom,  and  dates  important  to  Klan 
history,  1866-1915  and  1922  at  left  and  right  sides.  Nickel  composition, 
35mm.  R-8. 

8.  Obverse,  a robed  Klansman  holding  a flaming  cross,  riding  on  a robed 
horse  which  bears  the  initials  KKK.  Date  1922  below.  Around  border  the 
Klan  motto:  NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHOR  (mispelled;  should  be  ANTHAR). 
Reverse,  an  anti-Catholic  inscription:  I WOULD  RATHER  BE  A KLANSMAN 
IN  A ROBE  OF  SNOWY  WHITE,  --  THAN  A CATHOLIC  PRIEST,  IN  A 
ROBE  AS  BLACK  AS  NIGHT.  --  FOR  A KLANSMAN  IS  AN  AMERICAN, 
AND  AMERICA  IS  HIS  HOME,  BUT  THE  PRIEST  OWES  HIS  ALLEGIANCE 
TO  A DAGO  POPE  IN  ROME.  Many  of  the  words  are  run  together  and  it 

is  not  as  well  executed  as  other  Klan  pieces  indicating  that  it  was  probably 
made  by  some  Klansman,  rather  than  commercially.  Aluminum,  29mm. 

R-9. 

9.  Obverse,  a central  design  of  a flower  (i.e.  The  Knights  of  the  White 

Camellia).  In  central  band  the  inscription:  MAIORE  HONORE  MAIOR 
OBLIGATIO  1780  KDUO  1924  (Our  honor  is  my  obligation).  The  Klan  had 
its  own  dating  system  with  names  of  months  beginning  with  "K";  the  year, 
of  course,  is  1924.  ) In  outer  band  the  Klan  motto,  NON  SILBA  SED 
ANTHAR  and  below  the  dates  1866  KUNO  1915,  years  of  formation  of  the 
original  Klan  and  of  its  resurrection.  Reverse,  a group  of  Klan  symbols: 
Thirteen  stars  around  upper  edge,  a scroll  reading  CONSTITUTION  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES  upon  which  appears  an  upraised  hand,  HOLY  BIBLE, 
and  the  U.S.  flag,  all  superimposed  upon  the  Cross.  At  bottom  of  the 
Cross,  a sword.  At  each  side,  a fasces  and  torch.  At  bottom  edge  the 
abbreviation  O.S.F.K.  Nickel  composition,  36mm.  R-9,  possibly  R-8. 

10.  Obverse,  portrait  of  Hiram  W.  Evans  in  center.  A circular  band  around 

his  portrait  reads  HIRAM  W.  EVANS  above  and  NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR 
below.  At  bands  on  sides,  dates  1922  and  1926,  his  years  in  office  as 
head  of  the  Klan.  In  outer  border  the  inscription:  A COMPASSIONATE 
HEART  - A CHIVALRIC  HEAD  . A PRUDENT  TONGUE  - A COURAGEOUS 
WILL.  Reverse,  a Cross,  with  rayed  sun  in  background  and  Spanish  forts 
at  sides  with  the  word  WELCOME  below;  all  within  an  inner  circle. 
Inscription  in  outer  border  reads:  COMMEMORATING  CALIFORNIA  VISIT  . 
OF  THE  IMPERIAL  WIZARD.  Bronze,  31mm.  R-8. 

10a.  As  above.  Nickel  composition.  R-8. 
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11.  Obverse,  a robed  Klansman  with  flaming  torch,  riding  on  a robed  horse 
to  the  left.  Around  border  the  words:  KNIGHTS  OF  KU  KLUX  KLAN  . 
REALM  OF  ILLINOIS  . Reverse,  woman  standing  at  left  with  palms  and 
holding  a wreath.  Inscription;  ILLINOIS  / 1928  / I WAS  THERE.  This 
medal  is  believed  to  have  been  given  to  delegates  to  the  1928  Democratic 
convention  in  Houston,  Texas,  that  were  members  of  the  Klan.  But  by 
that  time  the  Klan  had  so  dropped  in  numbers  and  power  that  it  could  not 
stop  the  nomination  of  Catholic  A1  Smith  for  President.  In  tiny  letters 
at  lower  left  side  the  makers  name,  Whitehead- fk  Hoag.  Bronze,  32mm.

12.  Obverse,  a hand  holding  a flaming  cross.  Around  border,  the  inscription 
. THE  LIGHT  OF  CHRISTIANITY  . NON  SILBA  SED  ANTHAR.  Reverse, 
an  open  book  inscribed  HOLY  BIBLE  with  K.A.P  below.  Around  border, 
K.K.K.  / . REALM  OF  NEW  JERSEY.  In  small  letters  at  bottom  of 
inner  circle,  Co  A.  H.  Bell  / Whitehead-Hoag.  This  is  the  only  piece 
to  bear  a copyright  notice,  and,  with  the  Illinois  (No.  11)  medal,  one  of 
the  two  listed  here  to  bear  the  name  of  the  maker.  It  is  not  unlikely  that 
medals  were  issued  for  other  states  in  which  the  Klan  was  strong  in 
addition  to  Nos.  10,  10a,  11  and  12  (California,  Illinois  and  New  Jersey).

CHAPTER  XIII  - STORE  CARD  COUNTERS 

About  the  years  1856  to  I860,  a number  of  firms,  primarily  engaged  in  the 
importation  and  sale  of  toys,  fancy  goods,  and  the  like,  as  well  as  several 
other  firms,  issued  game  counters  which  were  also  merchant  store  cards. 

As  did  Kurth  in  his  reference  work,  we  have  tried  to  list  those  store  cards 
which  apparently  or  obviously  might  have  been  used  as  poker  or  whist  coun- 
ters or  counters  in  some  other  form  of  game. 

This  has  not  been  too  easy  because,  as  collectors  of  the  merchant  cards  of  the 
1850'  s and  I860' s well  know,  a great  many  of  them  were  made  in  general 
imitation  of  the  United  States  $10  gold  piece  of  the  period,  still  others  resemb- 
ling the  $5  gold  pieces.  This  was  the  style  of  the  store  cards  of  the  era,  almost 
all  of  which  were  made  in  the  United  States. 


We  have  stayed  primarily  with  Kurth' s listings  then  in  this  chapter,  adding  such 
modern  pieces  as  have  crossed  our  attention  which  seem  to  be  indisputably 
counters.  That  we  have  thus  overlooked  some  possible  candidates  for  inclusion 
herein  we  do  not  doubt,  but  will  be  happy  to  rectify  any  oversights  pointed  out 
to  us . 

The  makers  of  these  cards  will  be  given  where  known,  but  in  most  cases  the 
authors  cannot  state  with  certainty  who  made  the  German-inscribed  cards.  It 
is  assumed  that  the  firm  of  Ludwig  Christian  Lauer  made  most  of  the  early 
Brass  cards  (such  as  Numbers  202  thru  224,  230-231B,  235-239,  244  and 
250-253B)  More  information  from  our  readers  would  be  appreciated.

If  it  were  listed  in  the  Patriotic  book, 
it  would  be  512/514.  F uld 's  has  listed  513/514  in  copper,  511/512  in  copper, 
511/513  in  brass,  copper,  white  metal,  and  silvered  brass  or  copper.  This 
actually  means  that  both  511  and  514  were  muled  with  512  and  513.

From  a check  of  Edward  Cogan  auction  catalogs  dating  between  1871  and  1878, 
it  would  appear  that  the  Adams  and  the  Miller  listing  of  the  Edward  Cogan  cards 
is  incorrect.  As  all  these  cards  can  be  listed  as  rare,  this  is  understandable. 

I for  one,  do  not  have  a single  variety  in  my  collection.  And  while  I'm  not 
positive  that  the  above  list  is  complete,  it  should  eliminate  the  confusion  which 
is  apparent  in  the  Adams  listing. 

The  following  comments  may  be  of  help  to  collectors  having  any  of  these  varie- 
ties in  their  collections: 

From  a check  of  the  Edward  Cogan  listing  of  "American  Store  Cards"  which  was 
possibly  published  in  late  1859,  as  he  does  not  list  his  I960  cards,  he  lists  the 
1859  card  as  struck  in  Silver,  Copper  and  White  metal.  This  Cogan  listing  can 
be  found  in  a Catalogue  of  American  Store  Cards  published  by  the  Numismatic 
Society  of  Philadelphia. 

I have  found  the  1859  card  in  copper  and  silver  listed  with  milled  edges.  There 
is  no  reference  to  the  1859' s with  plain  edges  in  the  Cogan  Catalogs.  This  card 
is  also  listed  as  beautifully  bronzed  with  milled  edge. 

In  an  Auction  dated  Sept.  16  to  20,  1878  catalogued  by  Edward  Cogan,  he  states 
that  only  18  of  the  1859  Silver  cards  were  struck  prior  to  the  dies  being  stolen. 

In  this  same  catalog  he  lists  the  I860  card  struck  in  silver.  Plain  and  reeded  edge. 

Adams  91  is  evidently  an  error  in  listing.  Probably  means  the  1859  card  struck 
in  white  metal. 

The  Benjamin  P.  Wright's  listing  of  "American  Store  or  Business  Cards"  lists 
the  I860  card  struck  in  silver.  No  reference  to  plain  or  reeded. 

Adams  100  struck  in  brass  is  evidently  very  rare  as  I was  unable  to  find  a single 
listing.  This  would  also  seem  to  apply  in  general  to  Adams  99  to  102  as  there 
are  only  a few  listings  of  these  varieties. 

The  Reverse  die,  I960  in  wreath,  also  appears  with  the  Mt.  Holly  Paper  Co. 
card.  Size  13^.  Struck  on  the  order  of  Edward  Cogan.  He  lists  the  two  dies 
of  this  card  as  being  broken  in  a March  25-26,  1862  sale. 
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I DANGEROUS  TOKEN  RESTRIKES

Restrikes  and  copies  and  their  potential  danger  to  numismatics  are  in  the  lime- 
light today,  which  is  a case  of  history  repeating  itself.  The  cycle  has  come 
full  tilt  again  with  the  knowledge  that,  104  years  ago,  a pair  of  United  States 
collectors  had  a great  amount  of  fun  making  restrikes  for  themselves  and  their 
friends  in  the  collecting  mania. 

The  restrikes  were  fairly  perfect,  having  been  executed  to  the  order  of  collectors 
Levick  and  Bushnell  from  the  original  dies  and  by  the  original  manufacturer  of 
the  items.  The  early  currency  tokens  of  the  United  States  were  the  specialty 
that  these  enterprising  gentlemen  fastened  their  attention  to  with  great  vigor. 

As  a result  of  the  Levick-Bushnell  activities  in  behalf  of  their  collections,  a 
certain  amount  of  confusion  exists  among  the  modern  collectors  of  the  early 
store  cards  as  to  which  are  originals  and  which  are  the  restrikes  executed  about 

1859. 

New  York  coin  dealer  W.  Elliot  Woodward,  who  conducted  the  sale  of  the  J.N.T. 
Levick  collection  May  26  to  May  29,  had  a few  words  of  explanation  to  say  in  his 
Levick  catalogue: 

^ "Many  years  ago,  about  1859,  cards  were  restruck  from  original  dies,  then  in 

the  hands  of  the  manufacturers  at  Waterbury,  Conn It  is  but  fair  to  state, 

that  amongst  these  restrikes  are  many  of  the  rarest  and  most  desirable  pieces, 
and  it  may  be  a gratification  for  collectors  to  know  that  all  of  the  dies  used  for 
this  purpose  were  destroyed  by  a fire  which  occurred  at  Waterbury  about  three 
years  ago,  hence  no  single  one  of  them  can  ever  be  reproduced. 

"The  original  cards  were  issued  at  various  periods,  ranging  from  about  1820 
to  near  the  present  time,  the  bulk  of  them  from  1830  to  1837.  Those  pieces 
technically  known  as  'mules'  though  some  were  struck  at  the  period  named  are 
not  restrikes,  as  no  similar  originals  exist." 

For  the  benefit  of  modern-day  collectors  of  store  cards,  who  can  hardly  tell  the 
restrike  from  the  original  even  with  expert  advice,  a listing  of  those  cards  re- 
ported by  Woodward  to  have  been  restruck  is  included  here  as  a point  of  caution. 
The  list  is  not  complete,  as  Woodward  did  not  have  full  data,  but  it  is  more  than 
collectors  will  find  available  elsewhere  at  this  late  date. 

It  is  indeed  of  some  comfort  that  the  fire  of  1881  destroyed  the  dies,  but  perhaps 
collector  Woodward  would  not  have  been  so  smug  in  his  belief  no  further  re- 
strikes were  possible  had  he  been  able  to  peer  one  century  ahead  to  the  blessings 
science  has  recently  endowed  the  diesinking  industry  within  our  own  day.  The 
numismatist  is  assuredly  a scientist  of  sorts,  yet  the  march  of  science  itself 
seems  to  be  fettering  his  advance  with  the  genius  of  its  own  technology. 
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"A"  numbers  used  in  this  listing  are  those  of  Edgar  H.  Adams,  "United  States 
Store  Cards,"  New  York,  1920,  reprinted  in  1962  and  still  available,  and  also 
the  Donald  M. Miller  catalogue  of  1962,  which  uses  the  same  numbering  system. 

New  York  City,  A224  through  229,  Doremus  and  Nixon,  ship,  Reverse:  Steamer, 
about  which  Woodward  stated,  "Originals  from  these  dies  so  rare  that  the  Levick 
collection  contains  no  specimen.  " 

Cards  of  Jennings,  Wheeler  and  Co.  with  addresses  at  both  43  Chambers  street 
(A378  through  395.  ) Loder  and  Co.  , 83  Cedar  street  and  130  Broadway  (A465 
through  478.  ) 

The  Mott  tokens  of  New  York  dated  1789  (Red  Book  page  43  and  A610  through  613,  ) 
according  to  Woodward,  were  also  restruck  on  both  thick  and  thin  planchets,  but 
this  group  was  not  restruck  at  Waterbury  or  connected  with  the  Levick  operations. 

Other  New  York  City  cards  noted  by  Woodward  as  having  been  restruck  to  the 
order  of  Levick  were  those  of  Malcolm  and  Gaul  (A515-  517,  ) Meade  Brothers 
(A530,  ) Root  and  Co.  (A731-734,)  Scovill  Mfg.  Co.  (A802-804,  ) Scovill's 
Daguerreotype  Materials  (A805,  ) Taylor  and  Richards  (A891>)  H.B.West  Trained 
Dogs  (A948-952,  ) Cheesebr  ough,  Stearns  and  Co.,  including  the  Dr.  Selleck 
reverses  (A150-158,)  and  Druidical  Exhibition  (A230.) 

Philadelphia,  M.  A.  Root  "Premium  Awarded"  (A433-437)  and  W . H.  Richardson 
(A417-427,)  Chicago-Baker  and  Moody,  hatters  (A4-7.)  Detroit-J.  Dimmick  and 
Co.  (A2-3.)  Cincinnati-Dodd  and  Co.,  hatters,  (A8-10.)  St.  Louis -Fitzgibbon- 
Nicholson  mules  (A21-22.)  Memphis -Francis co  and  Co.  , hatters  (All-19)  and 
Francisco  and  Whitman  with  public  square  Nashville,  Tenn.  , an  entire  series  of 
mulings  not  listed  by  Adams. 

New  Orleans-N.  C.  Folger,  Folger  and  Blake,  N.  C.  Folger  and  Son  (A10-24)  an 
entire  series  in  which  both  originals  and  restrikes  exist  side  by  side  in  somewhat 
equal  amounts,  was  also  reported  by  Woodward.  The  dated  1837  issue  of  Folger 
is  not  in  this  category. 

The  above  list,  by  no  means  complete,  is  representative  of  the  series.  Any  of 
the  dies  made  in  Waterbury  and  still  existing  1859-1881,  could  have  been  restruck; 
whether  they  actually  were  is  a matter  for  proof.

Tokens  and  Medals  of  Unusual  Interest

AN  UNITED  STATES  TOKEN  WITH  A CHINESE  REVERSE 


In  one  of  the  first  Token  Collector  Pages  in  "The  Numismatist"  (August,  1948) 
which  was  then  arranged  by  Stuart  Mosher,  the  editor,  from  tokens  he  had 
assembled,  is  illustrated  a token  of  C.  A.  Klinkner  Co.  of  San  Francisco 
of  the  same  type  as  pictured  here. 

The  C.  A.  Klinkner  firm  was  a maker  of  tokens  and  background  history  by 
Charles  V.  Kappen  can  be  found  in  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  Journal, 

Vol.III,  No.  1,  Jan-Mar.  1963  pages  6,  16-17.  The  specimen  described  here 
was  not  included  in  that  group,  however  that  is  understandable.  According  to 
the  description  appearing  in  "The  Numismatist,  " it  was  stated  that  "The  former 
owner  who  bought  this  unusual  card  back  in  1903  described  it  as  extremely  rare 
and  added  the  remark,  1 The  only  United  States  store  card  I have  ever  seen 
bearing  Chinese  characters.  ' Others  may  have  been  discovered  since  then  but 
as  far  as  we  can  determine  his  statement  of  45  years  ago  hold  good  today.  " 

After  having  it  on  my  want  list  for  five  years,  I finally  located  a specimen, 
not  the  same  one  as  illustrated  in  "The  Numismatist,  " since  that  one  was  holed 
at  the  edge.  Not  listed  in  Adams  or  Wright,  these  two  specimens  are  the  only 
examples  of  this  particular  token  known  to  me,  but  there  may  be  a few  others 
around.  In  any  event,  it  is  quite  rare,  and  I have  been  trying  to  account  for 
this  rarity.  The  English  side  advertising  the  firm  and  their  work  was  regularly 
used  with  an  English  reverse.  Is  it  possible  that  only  100  were  made  with  the 
Chinese  reverse,  although  there  were  quite  a few  Chinese  merchants  in  San 
Francisco  at  that  time? 

On  the  other  hand,  I had  a theory  that  the  Chinese  given  this  token  saved  or 
wore  it  as  a lucky  talisman,  and  perhaps  had  it  buried  with  them.  I was  guess- 
ing that  the  Chinese  inscription  was  a "good  luck"  one  but  a translation  shows  it 
to  be  a more  prosaic  advertisement:  "Klinkner,  a specialist  in  making  rubber 

stamps,  320  Sansome  Street,  Upstairs,"
